more carloads Into the bins of the big 
structure.

“Reports have It that the present ing the University of British Columbia 
Minister of Lands Is not to be Jong 
on the Job,” said Mr. Pattullo. “The 
present Minister of Lands was the man 
who. next to the Prime Minister him¬ 
self. carried most weight In the coun¬ 
try In bringing about the victory of 
the Conservative party in the election 
of 1928. To-day, within government

1 and it was hoped It would cross to I 
Behring Sea. passing the North Pole I 
on its under-ice trip. '

Mrs. M. E. Ward. 737 Vancouver 
Street, voiced her protest as a don 
owner when she refused In City 
Police Court this mornlnn to pay 
a $5 fine for allowlnn a don to run 
at large outside the city fire limits. 

The prosecution was tho first In¬ 
stituted under a by-law which Is 
eighteen years old tlnce the fifty 
Council endorsed strict enforce¬ 
ment of tlic measure on Febru¬ 
ary t. 

OWNERS ANNOYED 

Dog lovers and owners all over 
the city are reported strongly 
opposed to the policy of string¬ 
ent enforcement of the measure. 
Several owners. It was learned, 
have refused to pay dog tax If they 
have to keep the pets chained. 
Others definitely declare they will 
not chain up their dogs and have 
Joined In a storm of protest 
against the by-law. which, In ef¬ 
fect. provides that every dog owner 
Is liable to a fine If the animal Is 
on the streets unaccompanied by 
a person, either Inside or outside 
the fire limits. 

Mrs. Ward's dog was taken by 
the pound keeper In Beacon Hill 
Park on Wednesday. A man pro¬ 
tested to the poundkeeper that 
the dog was following him. 

Mr*. Ward recovered the dog 
from the pouud. paying the fee. 
and was then summoned under 
the by-law. She pleaded not guilty 
on the ground that the dog would 
not have gone Into the park or 
anywhere unless coaxed by some¬ 
one. 

"If the man had told him to go 
home he would have gone.’.' she 
said. 

REFUSES TO PAY FINE 

Actlug Magistrate C. J. Prior 
pointed out that there had been 
an Infraction of the by-law for 
which the maximum fine was $50. 

"Well It's a drastlre law. I 
guess I'll have to get rid of the 
dog. It’s a rrlme." she retorted. 

"You will be fined $5." the mag¬ 
istrate ordered. 

"I won't pay It. I'll go to Jail 
first. Go ahead and put me In 
Jail." Mrs. Ward cried. 

City Prosecutor C. L. Harrison 
asked the fine be levied* by dis¬ 
tress. The magistrate so ordered, 
or In default seven days Imprison¬ 
ment. Mrs. Ward went to see a 
lawyer. Later she paid the fine. 

J. Fields, who was flneu $.» tor a 
similar offence, also protested the 
fine on the grounnds that, having 
purchased a dog license for an 
animal belonging to his son. he 
understood he had compiled with 
legal requirements. He Is a visitor 
to the city from the prelrles.

T he political history of Canada 

since Confederation reveals the interesting fact 
that Liberal administrations have invariably been 
marked by surpluses, lowered taxation, reduction of the 
national debt, and extended trade, while Conservative 
administrations have increased taxation, added to the 
national debt and recorded contracted trade. How 
much these developments have been governed by 
conditions under which public policies were of little 
influence, it may be difficult to determine. But the 
record stands very much as we have described. 

Under the Laurier regime, from 1896 to 1911, 
Canada enjoyed prosperity under every head. Within 
two years of Sir Robert Borden’s return to office this 
picture underwent a striking change. Hard times 
fell upon the country and soup kitchens were operating 
in every city in the Dominion. During the war, of 
course, no government anywhere attempted to direct 
its financial policy in a sane, business-like way. Like 
every other nation, however, Canada could have saved 
enormous sums if some of the advice that was tendered 
to the government of the day by those in Parliament 
who did not agree with all its policies had been taken. 
In the immediate post-war period, however, it was 
apparent to most people that the government continued 
to conduct the country’s affairs almost as if the war 
were still in progress. In that period the increase in 
the national debt was greater than it was during the 
war. 

So it was that after the election of 1921 another 
Liberal administration entered office with a heritage 
of the greatest debt the country had ever known, with 
taxation, cost of living, trade and revenues in the 
most discouraging condition. It took time to put 
matters right and to reintroduce those progressive 
measures from which the country had benefited so 
much between 1896 and 1911. But the new min¬ 
istry was anything but faint-hearted. It soon was 
able to lower taxation, reduce the national debt, de¬ 
velop trade, and by the end of 1924 had put the 
Dominion in a flourishing condition. When the King 
government retired from office last year it left the 
incoming administration with a surplus of $40,- 
000,000; it was reducing taxation and had lowered 
the debt by several hundreds of millions. 

The position to-day is not satisfactory. Taxation 
has been increased and more increases are forecast. 
The national debt already has been considerably 
increased, and Premier Bennett recently warned the 
Dominion that the next budget will show a deficit 
of $100,000,000. Add to all this the fact that our 
export and import trade has fallen off considerably, 
and we can realize how striking has been the change 
in the Canadian picture since the King government 
left office last summer. It would be unfair to hold 
Mr. Bennett and his colleagues entirely responsible 
for the change; but it is now patent that the policies 
his government has substituted for those of Mr. King 
are by no means sending the country forward. 

After a period of Conservative rule in British 
Columbia—party lines were drawn in 1903—this 
province Was faced with many serious problems when 
Mr. Bowser asked the electorate to endorse his gov¬ 
ernment in 1916. It is not necessary to detail those 
conditions; most British Columbians are familiar with 
them. The Bowser government was defeated. Be¬ 
tween 1916 and 1928 there followed a period of 
unprecedented development in this province under 
Liberal rule. Production increased under all heads. 
Taxation dropped and the budget was balanced, 
afterwards to give way to surpluses each year. Now 
at this juncture, just as at Ottawa, the Minister of 
Finance is hinting at a substantial deficit, while heavy 
borrowings and general extravagance in the last 
eighteen months naturally will be followed by heavier 
taxation. And the public debt already has increased 
by many millions.

passed away with the death of Anna Pavlowa, 
the dancer. Something that was youth and dawn- 
glow, and a singing wind and the melody that Pan 
played before his pipes were broken.

China has not the storage and transportation facil¬ 
ities that would enable her to use-effectively and eco¬ 
nomically so large an immediate addition to her wheat 
Imports. But there are good reasons for believing that 
she will be in the market for steadily increasing quan¬ 
tities of the Canadian product from now on and we can¬ 
not afford to be backward ln preparing to take advan¬ 
tage of the potentialities that she presents. 

It Is true that there is much agricultural develop¬ 
ment ln the northern Chinese areas and Sir John Alrd, 
who discussed the subject at the annual meeting of the 
Bank of Commerce, may be quite right in regarding 
them as the probable major sources of supply of food¬ 
stuffs for Oriental countries. But many hold that the 
soy bean can be raised more profitably ln Manchuria 
than ''wheat, and ln any case, with so enormous an 
Oriental market as that ln prospect. Canada should not 
have much .difficulty ln getting such a share of this 
as would represent a substantial addition to our exports. 

To that end it is necessary to move expeditiously, 
but at the same time cautiously. The opportunity might 
easily be spoiled though too precipitate action without 
due regard to all of the facts and to the psychologies 
of the people with whom we are seeking to extend our 
trade.

T he times yesterday printed a 

statement issued by Police Commissioner 
McGavin which contained the following pertinent 
paragraph: 

"In the execution of my duty, ths more I ex¬ 
amined into the working of the police force, the 
more was I convinced that Its standard of efficiency 
was very low. Looking for the cause, 1 found that 
Chief Fry had no executive ability; that the num¬ 
ber of convictions when compared with the number 
of crimes committed, showed a lack of action and 
co-ordination of the different departments; also, 
that for the last two years particularly, such ef¬ 
forts as were put forth were directed almost entirely 
against Chinatown, while the laws were being broken 
ln other parts of the city with Impunity. Also, 
that some nights only one sergeant and ohe con¬ 
stable were on duty in the principal and most 
valuable sections of the city, thereby jeopardizing 
the property of the citizens.” 

Mr. McGavin was elected Police Commissioner 
in December, 1929, in a contest in which the effi¬ 
ciency of Chief Fry was not an issue if, indeed, it 
was mentioned at all. It is therefore quite reasonable 
to ask him when he discovered that Chief of Police 
Fry was inefficient; and that if it was during his first 
year of office, why in that period he did not move 
fer either an inquiry or the retirement of the chief 
from hb position. • 

Obviously, if Mr. McGavin was convinced at 
any time last year from the examination he says he 
conducted into police affairs that Chief Fry was in¬ 
efficient. it was his duty as a commissioner to move 
formally for art investigation, whether ’he thought 
the motion would be favorably received by his fellow- 
commLsioners dr not. The fact that he did not do 
so leaves him in a somewhat ambiguous position in

"The Best Poems #f 1930," which In¬ 
cludes work by Chesterton. Noyes, Van 
Doren. Gibson and others, are two 
volumes for all lovers of the muse. 
"It’s Not Our Fault,” by Alfred Hall- 
Quest, Is a treatment of the story 
and psychology of sin and an attack 
on censorship, prohibition and taboos.

Several Amendments Made to 
Motor Vehicles Act

Civil Servants’ Wages to Be 
Subject to Garnishee 

Seven bills were tabled In the 
Legislature yesterday Just before 
adjournment, five of them by the 
Attorney-General. Among them 
was the annual crop of amend¬ 
ments to the Motor Vehicles Act, 
usually one of the latest bills to 
reach the House. 

In pursuance of suggestions made a 
year ago the salaries of civil servants 
and government employees are to be 
made subject to garnishing or attach¬ 
ment orders In the courts for payment 
of debt. 

Two bills combine to simplify the 
search for bills of sale and conditional 
said agreements registered against au¬ 
tomobiles. Hereafter all documents 
affecting the title to motor cars must 
be filed with the Commissioner of Pro¬ 
vincial Police at Victoria. Ten days is 
allowed In the counties of Victoria. 
Vancouver and New Westminster, 
twentyi-one days for the rest of the 
province. Hitherto such documents 


could be filed In any registry office 
land the purchaser had no guide as to 
where to search.

Aberdeen, Scotland, Feb. 14.—A 
Scottish fisher youth who, like the 
Dutch boy of legend, used his hand 
as a water plug, saved his own life 
and the lives of seven others In the 
wintry gale which lashed British 
waters the last two days. 

Captain Archibald Ritchie of the mo¬ 
tor vessel Rosehearty. on his arrival 
here to-day, told the story of the bra¬ 
very and pluck of one of his sons, John, 
who stopped a leak in the same man¬ 
ner the Dutch youth plugged the dam¬ 
aged dyke. 

The engine of the Rosehearty caught 
fire at 6 p.m. Thursday off Selat Point, 
on the west coast of Scotland. After 
vain efforts with buckets and hose to 
extinguish the flames, the crew, con¬ 
sisting of Ritchie and his five sons, a 
j brother and a sixteen-year-old boy, 
were forced to take to a small boat. 

The plug in the bottom of the small 
boat was missing and John Rltchlo 
Jammed his hand in the hole and kepb 
it there for more than two hours while 
the others rowed and bailed as the gale 
tossed the small craft through the 
darknees. 

A boat attracted by the blazing Rose* 
hearty finally rescued the Imperiled 
fishermen.

What we have to deal with now Is the present, In which every woman 
has to do her own picking and ca'ch her own hnsbnnd by main force 
and skill. 


There Is no denying that the plight of the glrlB in small towns is & 
desperate one. If It Is true that matches are made in heaven, then the angels 
must weep team df pity and helplessness over the situation In many villages 
where there are dozens of pretty, attractive, well-educated girls who are fitted 
to make the very highest type of wives and mothers, but who have no chance 
to make suitable marriages because all of the young men who were fit to 
marry, all the young men of energy and ambition have emigrated to seek their 
fortunes in places that offered better opportunities for success. 

There are plenty of these little towns, filled with eligible girls, Tn which 
Ihe only unmarried men are doddering old widowers or callow schoolboys 
and a village nitwit or two. 8o one may well ask: What are the poor 
girls going to do? 

But one thing Is certain. The solution of their difficulty is not to be found 
in acquiring a mail-order husband, because there Is no ons to guarantee the 
quality of the goods you are getting. He might be as he represented himself 
and again he might not be, and returning a mate that you have grabbed off 
the bargain counter, sight unseen, is both a messy and an expensive proceed¬ 
ing. For divorces come high and nobody who has been through one is ever 
quite the same afterward. ,

Old-time St. Valentine Tokens Beautiful But Costly

I T Ifc> QUITE probable that among the mementoes and treasures 
brought by our mothers and grandmothers from their early 
homes, there are some of those charming and sentimental mis¬ 
sives known as “valentines.” No one knows who sent the first 
of these love-tokens, but the fashion is very old. In some remote 
parts of England there is still a survival of the old custom of 
drawing lots for the names of young girls who were considered 
as suitable “valentines.'’ Another rather foolish suggestion 
associated with the Feast of St. Valentine was that the first 
person of the opposite sex seen on the morning of February 14 
would be one's choice in marriage. 


Improved postal facilities, the lower 
rate of postage and the Introduction 
of envelopes must have greatly In¬ 
creased the practice of sending valen 
tines. It is estimated that on Valen¬ 
tine Day In England In 1856. 618,000 
missives went through the mall. In 
1864, 530.300 were delivered, while in 
1870, the figures rosfe to 1,545.755. 
Within the last half century the cus¬ 
tom has lost many of its attractive 
features, but in 1930 a revival was in¬ 
dicated, and many lovely specimens, 
copied chiefly from the old-time love- 
tokens, were delivered to happy young 
recipients. 

If we have any of these treasures, 
which hands long stilled in death have 
laid away, let us lift them tenderly 
for memory's sake. They have a senti¬ 
mental value only rivalled by an his¬ 
torical Importance which Is worthy of 
examination. 


the late eighteenth century portrayed

The fashion of sending remem¬ 
brances became very expensive, and In 
the sixteenth and seventeenth cen¬ 
turies coetly presents or Jewels were 
often sent as love-tokens. So far back 
as the days of Louis XI of rrance. we 
hear that his lovely Scotch bride, the 
Princess Margaret, devoted much of 
her time to translating and writing 
pretty verses and rondels that were 
used In the celebration of St. Valen¬ 
tine's Feast, but unhappily nearly all 
her charming translations have been 
destroyed. 

The paper valentines produced In 


Ungton was known as a producer of 
alluring miniatures on. Ivory. Fran¬ 
cesco Bartolozzl. famous stipple en¬ 
graver, was another artist employed. 

A young lover, anxious to make a 
direct appeal to his lady's affections, 
would choose a missive showing a 
central bouquet etched on thin paper, 
attached to an under paper, and cut 
out. By pulling a silken thread the 
flowers would open out, displaying 
some quaint device or motto, a church, 

bride, a lovely cupld, or (were he 
sufficiently daring) a pretty ring! The 
finest specimens of this typo of val¬ 
entine were produced by Kershaw and 


Westwood, another famous designer 
being Kerney Meadows. 

TJ1E CRAZE SPREADS 

In the early 40's, comic valentines 
were Introduced, a number being pre¬ 
served In old collections. Trade skits 
and vulgar caricatures held their own. 
also for a while, but were finally 
eliminated. It would be a thousand 
pities if these should ever again find 
favor. 

So extravagantly did valentine craze 
spread that one London firm alone 
spent about $25,000 annually on lace 
trimmings and cardboard boxes, be¬ 
sides a large amount for many thou- j 
sands of yards of satin. Small and 
very charming artificial flowers were 
used In ornamentation, shells and sea¬ 
weed were not ignored, telegrams and 
banknotes were so well imitated as to 
be eventually prohibited by law, and 
patriotic emblems were prevalent dur- 
nlg the period of the Crimean and 
other wars. One famous producer, 
named Rlmmell. turned out such ar¬ 
tistic and enticing valentines that all 
cheap varieties were necessarily with¬ 
drawn from the market and when the 
Great Exhibition wae held In England 
In 1851, a well-known firm engaged 
expert workers to make a costly ex¬ 


hibit composed of thousands of small 
colored beads. 

Some of the most attractive love- 
tokens In use In the last century were 
made from fashion plates used by 
dressmakers. The charming busts and 
heeds of the figures were .cut out 
and, In th«4r delicately tinted rice- 
paper costumes, were pasted on the 
valentines. Pretty satin cushions or 
scent sachets were regarded as the 
necessary accompaniment of these 
missives. 

OVERSEAS ORDERS 

1 It was only to be expected that the 
valentine trade would exetnd overseas. 
A large revenue was made in export¬ 
ing tokens for February 14 in the 
British dominions, and one of enor¬ 
mous size, for It was two feet long.

The beautiful paper lace edges on 
old valentines came la slowly, but 
won a deservedly high place in the 
affections of the public, being copied 
from real lace of by-gone centuries. 


Dobbs and Kidd did an enormous 
business in this branch of work, their 
names usually appearing on some fold 
or Scroll of the fabric. They were 
\nown as Dobbs & Co. after 1816. 
and H. Dobbs Sc Co. after 1832. 

Now. when we look over our treasures 
for such old love messages, we may 


gauge their age and historical setting 
to some extent by the class of pro¬ 
duction. The custom of sending val¬ 
entines hoe considerably declined, 
other attractions having superseded 
them In popularity, but if they are 
again to be popularized let us hope 
that they will remain simple, dignified 


and beautiful, being either copies of 
the best specimens of the old work, 
or distinctively the production of thle 
twentieth century, so that In the days 
to come our children, and our chil¬ 
dren's children will cling to them with 
reverence as tokens of fine feeling, 
artistic ability and tender association.

A T TIUS time of the year all those who spe¬ 
cialise in purebred poultry hatching and 
raising are wondering Just where they will 
be able to find a market for eggs and chicks. 

There are those who have through long ex¬ 
perience found to their profit that it pays to 
advertise. This does not mean one can adver¬ 
tise any kind as purebred eggs and chicks and get 
away with it all the time, but advertising at this 
time of year does help everyone in the poultry 
business. 

Naturally the better the breed and the better 
the system the better will be the results. This Is 
clearly proven by taking as an example one of 
the most successful breeders of purebred poultry 
of Vancouver Island and the Dominion of 
Canada. 

Just outside Victoria, at Langford, one can see 
one of the most up-to-date poultry plants and 
some of the most highly-prized poultry In the 
world. 

At the Alandale poultry farm owned and oper¬ 
ated by T. H. Hayward at Langford one can get 
an interesting Insight Into intricate workings of 
an up-to-date plant. 

"In the ten years I have operated my purebred 
poultry plant," said Mr. Hayward, "I have en¬ 
deavored always to remember that apart from 
the returns in dollars and cents I have a reputa¬ 
tion to hold, not only for myself, but for Van¬ 
couver Island as well. 

"I have now reached the stage when I can 
look back with pride and know that anything 
I have sold has nearly always brought me repeat 
orders from all over the world. 

"There are others on Vancouver Island as well 
as myself who no doubt try to do Just as well as 
I do In holding up the reputation Vancouver 
Island holds in the eyes of purebred poultry 
breeders. 

THREE MILLION EGOS 

"Figuring roughly, I have shipped and sold 
In the ten years I have been at Langford some

Mr. Hayward has shipped purebred white Leg¬ 
horns to New Zealand, France, Denmark. Belgium. 
Great Britain, China, Japan, Mexico and Italy. 

"The interesting part about shipping to Italy," 
he said, "is that I am actually shipping Mediter¬ 
ranean breeds back to their original home." 

"What price do you get for poultry shipped to 
those parts?" 

"I have been getting anywhere from $75 to 
$100 for cockerels, $25 to $40 for pullets. What 
is more, I get repeat orders from these countries. 

“I get anywhere from 15 cents to $1* each for 
my eggs. I shipped one year to Petaluma, Cal., 
some 10,000 eggs at that high price," stated Mr. 
Hayward. "I consider this to be quite a feat to 
be able to ship bo many eggs to what Is consid¬ 
ered to be the largest egg-ralslng centre In the 
United States. 

"I should like to say something about the 
shipping companies that have transported my 
poultry to many countries. 

“I have never had any trouble, and my birds 
have always reached their destination In the 
best possible condition. 

"I put my own poultry feed In with every 
shipment. 

"I know Just how much they need. 

"This system prevents my birds getting dif¬ 
ferent food from what they have been accus¬ 
tomed. 

"I put them aboard the train at Langford, to¬ 
gether with their feed, and the transportation 
companies do the rest." 

POULTRY CHAMPIONSHIPS 

"How Is It your stock Is so well known?" 

"Well, when you are the only breeder to take 
both the Provincial and Dominion champion¬ 
ships, some one Is sure to make a note of It. 
It Is bound to be the best advertising one can 
possibly get. 

"I am merely giving you this Information to 


show that Vancouver Island Is one of the very 
best spots for raising the finest and healthiest 
poultry In the world," said Mr. Hayward. 

"As you have already noticed, I am not merely 
trying to see Just how many eggs I can produce 
for the egg market, but am a breeder first and all 
the time. I am speaking for those who are breed¬ 
ers of purebred poultry, and there are quite a 
number of very prominent .breeders on the 
Island. 

"I do claim this much. 

"I am one of the largest breeders of purebred 
white Leghorns in Canada. 

"I have hatched out many thousands of chicks 
in one season and all the day-old chicks have 
gone to the prairies. One shipment went as far 
as Ottawa. I much prefer not to send beyond 
Winnipeg, because of the cold weather during our 
hatching season. 

BACK TO PRAIRIES 

"I should like to point out one very important 
and interesting matter, and that is this, 

"One very often hears about all the grain 
coming west and nothing going back to the 
prairies. The truth Is that with a breeder like 
myself and others on Vancouver Island there Is 
a reciprocal trading going on almost for six 
months of the year. The chick feed comes from 
the prairies to our Victoria merchants and from 
them to us. We send our prairie customers 
thousands of day-old chicks. 

"This has been going on for years, and when 
one like myself hears such statements that the 
prairie people take nothing from British Colum¬ 
bia. I like to make It very clear what a big 
business they do with us. 

“My feed bill runs about $8,000 a year. My 
light and power bill for operating my plant costs 
me about $300 a year. , 

"There are a great many people who think 
all one has to do Is to throw out a little wheat 
and that is the feed for the day for any kind of 
poultry. 

"The truth Is one has to feed different kinds 
of grain, mash, charcoal, grit, shall, castor oil, 
and evon Epsom salts. One has to be regular with 
all tills, but to any who will use the proper sys¬ 
tem the poultry business comes quite natural." 

"On this page Is shown how large my weekly 
fezd Is on the trucks In the photograph. 

"My breeding stock Is always around 3,000, and 
at some periods of the year I have as high as 30.- 
000 , the average In the breeding season being 
about 15,000. 

"I get anywhere from 1,000 to 1,500 eggs a 
day. 

"My birds are bred for laying, so that, when 
one Is a large breeder, It is necessary to see that 
all one4 chicks are strong and healthy, so that 
those who buy for egg-laying purposes will reap a 
heavy egg yield.” 


wooded land In the rear. There are quite a num¬ 
ber of well-equipped buildings. 

• The newest and most up-to-date Incubators on 
this farm turn out 16.000 chicks In every hatch. 
The photograph on this page shows chicks already 
hatched, making way for more eggs to go In. 

At tills season of the year there Is a regular 
emptying and refilling of incubators every 
twenty-one days, from January to June. 

"After this there are the national and Inter¬ 
national orders for cockerel and pullets to ship 
to every part of the world," stated Mr. Hayward. 

It Is probably true that those who are Just 
keeping poultry for eggs only are not having good 
prices just now, but with purebred stock one can 
always get repeat orders at high prices. 

All eggs are weighed and candled before going 
Into the incubators. The new incubator machines 
are operated so simply that it only takes four 


minutes to turn 16,000 eggs. The eggs are turned 
twice dally. 

ISLAND STOCK BEST - 

It is gradually becoming a recognized fact that 
Vancouver Island-bred stock Is the best on ac¬ 
count of the mild climate the whole year. 

Vancouver Island birds are always vigorous 
and virile. 

Many breeders go to the Alandale farm at 
Langford to see how this very up-tO'date plant 
Is operated. 

There are other very good poultry farms on 
Vancouver Island, Borne with larger acreage, but 
many are egg raisers and do not bother with 
the chick business. There are quite a number 
who do only business with Vancouver Island 
customers; others who only cater to the prairie 
trade. 

At Weetholme there is a large plant operated 


by L. F. Solly, who also ships to overseas points. 

"There Is always something to learn in the 
pure-bred poultry game." stated Mr. Haywarrd. 
"It Is only by constant watching and studying 
that one meets with success. 

"It was first a hobby with me. I did not 
Jump into the purebred stock-raising business 
until I had had experience with a small number 
and developed a good strain. Afterwards I gradu¬ 
ally increased my breeding stock until I have now 
one of the largest plants In North America. 

"One must ever be on the watch when in the 
purebred poultry game to see that the stock is 
kept up to a very high standard. If this Is dons 
one need not worry about a place to sell, so long 
as one does the right kind of advertising at ths 
proper seasons of the year."

Komroff’s “T wo 
Thieves” As Read¬ 
able As “Coronet” 

H UBTORY 1b full of mysterious figures that step 
out of invisibility fo rthe fraction of a sec- 
ond. get Into the spotlight Just long enough for 
us to catch an unforgettable outline, a passion¬ 
ate gesture/ and then vanish, leaving us to 
speculate about them and to wish that we might 
know more about them. 

Among the moet notable of theae are the two 
thlevee who were crucified on Calvary beside 
Jesus. They are sharply etched, momentarily, 
one with a bitter Jibe and tbe other with a hope¬ 
ful cry; and we may imagine what we like about 
them, for they exist, In history, only tn that one 
black hour on the cross. 

Manuel Komroff, whose "Coronet" was such a 
memorable book last season, has taken these two 
figure* as the central characters of his new novel, 
"Two Thieves." Ths result is a book as stimulat¬ 
ing and readable as "Coronet"; not quite os 
meaty or ae fully drawn, perhaps, but none the 
less memorable.

One of these thieves Is an elderly Arab; a 
man who has suffered equally from the Jewish 
oligarchy and from the Roman conquerors, and 
who nurses a complicated coiyplracy by which he 
hopes to drive the Romans from Judea, over¬ 
throw Herod, the usurper, and restore to the 
throne a monarch who will weld Jew and Arab 
together Into a strong new nation. 

The other is a young Jewish slave, owned by 
the Arab. Together they undertake a set of ad¬ 
venture* as ingenious and colorful as anything 
out of Dumas. They hoodwink Pontius Pilate, 
draw the Roman legions from Jerusalem by guid¬ 
ing a treasure caravan into h trackless dscert, In¬ 
cite the priesthood to rebellion through a clever 
forgery—and then. Just as they are about to 
succeed, are tripped up by an accident and go to 
Calvary to die on the scaffold 

And through the background of it all runs 
that other, greater atory—never directly brought 
tnto the novel, touched on only by Indirection, 
but present all the time, with a light that throws 
long shadows. Mr. Komroof, I think, has been 
very akllful in the way he nas handled this. He 
has staged an Important part of the action tn 
the reader's own mind, and no one can read the 
book without finding his imagination stimulated.

subject that has ever been published. Although 
this Judicious Toronto critic deals out commen¬ 
datory epithets with sparing hand, he Is on the 
whole well satisfied with the progress that Cana¬ 
dian art has been making in recent years.

This was the effect on Heine of his 
removal from dull and foggy Hamburg to Parts. 
And It Is the record of his Paris life and gaiety, 
afterwards of terrible suffering on what he called 
his mattress grave, that la most interesting to the 
reader in "Heinrich Heine: a Critical Examination 
of the Poet’ and HU Works." by Professor H. Wal¬ 
ter. of the department of Germanlo languages 
and literature in McGill University. Prof. Waiter 
writes the Ufa of Heine from a new angle. He 
combat* the view that this expatriated Oerman 
poet w&s a bundle of contradictions and a wea¬ 
thercock In religion and politics. He set* forth 
the thesis that, ao far from being without a char¬ 
acter. Heine had really an extraordinarily strongly 
marked character. Nor does the McGill professor 
agree with many other writers who have declared 
that the German poet was of a pesslmlstlo tem¬ 
perament. He had good reason to b# downcast 
during those long years of Invalidism. But he 
had an Intense zest for life. This book Is a fine 
pleoe of scholarship, an agreeable mixture of 
blograph7 and criticism. It contains sixteen por¬ 
traits, mo*t of them unknown to English readers. 
Half of these are of Heine hlmeelf. showing him 
at different stages of development.

, SAVANTS WRITE 
SCIENCE OF LIFE; 
WHENCE WE: 
CAME, WHITHER , 
WE GO 

T HE BIO news of the day la the publication of 
"The Science of Life," widely heralded a* 
the first "monumental" work of 1931. This pon¬ 
derous study of poeslbly G00.000 words describes 
the evolution of life from a rational. eclcaMftii 
standpoint, and bears the names of H. G. Wells, 
Julian Huxley and Oeorge Philip Wells a* authors. 
H. O. Wells announce* that he Initiated the work, 
conceiving Ita use to be parallel fo that ^ hi* 
"Outline of History"; he was the least equipped 
scientifically, so his ehare wos mainly literary and 
editorial. Huxley, the grandson of Wells'* own 
teacher, Prof. T. H. Huxley, the associate of Dar¬ 
win, la the most eminent English biologist writing 
to-day. G. P. Wells Is H. G.'s son, a scholar of 
Trinity College. Cambridge, who has been doin; 
research work In science. Doubleday, Doran and 
Company are the publishers, and the price is 110. 

My function to-day Is to announce the book to 
Its readers, not to pas* on Its theories. Men 
equipped to deal with It will have to review it 
critically later on. I can testify to Its tremendous 
scope without being able to say specifically what 
should have been enlarged and what. If anything, 
has been omitted; I can tell you that it 1* ex¬ 
tremely readable and apparently within the t om- 
prehsnsion of any member of Wells's large audi¬ 
ence. Its viewpoint Is rational; It contends that 
the broad propositions of Darwinism are practi¬ 
cally unchanged, that the theory of evolution ** 
victorious, that the great bulk of the phylral 
universe exists In the form of wandering radia¬ 
tion; that man "Is so far torn being central or 
essential that the tale which the rest of tlio 
cosmos has to tell seems meaningless In the light 
of all his Ideas and aspirations." The book also 
describes as "very encouraging" the progress mad* 
toward trying to find the crlgin of life in the 
action of certain bacteria and chemical com¬ 
pounds, saying specifically: 

"They help confirm our opinion, baaed on a 
general weighing of alternatives, that, as a matter 
of history, life on this planet originated from not- 
llfe; that it' originated at one phase and at one 
time only; that it probably originated In the sur¬ 
face waters of the warm early globe, and that 
sunlight, that ‘only begetter of all our terrestrial 
activities, played a necessary part In its origlr. 
They also hold out a hope that we shall one day 
be able to make living matter artificially. But 
that, If ever It arrive, may oe a long time coming." 

• • • • 

HPHIS SHOULD be an index to the point of view 
of the book! It must be clear that 
the authors give attention to all theories about 
life, man and his ailments, his past and future, 
that have any standing among scientist*. Ain-, 
although strongly rationalistic, the authors do net 
accept these points of view without taking refuge 
In a possible doubt. Take the control of *ex, Tor 
Instance. After discussing various theories the 
triplex authors conclude: "We have one remit* 
and grotesque possibility by which the sex of In¬ 
dividuals may utllmately be controlled from tl*e 
phase of fertilization onward." Thu* there is no 
definite commitment, but the reader Is placed in 
possession of the most advanced position. 

"A large part of a year was spent in drawing 
this outline of an outline." say the authors in 
describing how they consul tod each other «n pre¬ 
paring the book. Which suggests that if I can 
give an Indication from th© chapters of what may 
be found here I shall hAvo provided the reader 
with a prospectus and have avoided the m»zee of 
scientific controversy. 

Volume one describes the range, nature and 
study of living things; the machlne-like funoMons 
of the body; reproduction, fertilization, decay: the 
chief pattern* of life In voi tebrates, arthopods, 
polyps, vegetable life, amoeba, bacteria; "the in¬ 
controvertible fact of evolution," Including tne 
evidence of rocks, plant ard animal structure, 
variation and distribution of living things, and 
man’s place tn time: how Individuals originate; 
the possibilities of artificial propagation; how 
cells grow; genetics; Individual development, in¬ 
cluding the molding of organs through use; de¬ 
termination of sex; variation of species; selection 
In evolution! and a discussion of purpose In evo¬ 
lution. The history of the life on earth, from 
the fossils through life in water and on land. 

• • • • 

rpHE SECOND volume darriaa on from this point 
■*- Into the modem era; discusses the ancestors 
of man, the ways of getting a living, life In the 
sea. ecology. pars«tl«m; the health of man. with 
a consideration of Infectious and contagious dis¬ 
ease. the vitamins and drugs, fresh air and sun¬ 
light. the chief diseases. Thence the authors pro¬ 
gress to behaviour, feeling and thought: con- 
clousness, the human behavior and the human 
mind; psychoanalysis, with a brief summary of 
the chief theories of Freud, Jung, Adler; conduct, 
borderland science, telepathy, clairvoyance and 
survival after death, and finally the biology of 
the human raoe. 

In the matter of psychoanalysis the authors 
take the stand that all schools have driven their 
theories to excess, but that each has contributed 
something—that "individual death Is one uf fv* 
methods of life" and that "the Idea of any sjrv 
of Individual Immortality run* flatly counter to 
tbe Idea of continuing evolution. It Is the young 
who want personal immortality, noi the old." The 
book hold* out’ no assurance for a future life, 
adhering to the theory that the lives of men a*** 
part of the continuity of life, which never dJta, 
even If parts of the suoceselon wither away This 
will. I hope, give you som© idea of tbe scope of 
these books. The text is compact, easily read, anti 
the book is a mine of information on contempor¬ 
ary viewpoint*.

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Slavery Scandal Rumored In the Depths of Liberia 
Shakes Negroes’ Own Free Republic 1 IMWB 


L ONDON—While the whole civilized world has been shocked 
£t the slavery scandal in Liberia, the United States, more 
than any other nation, has been embarrassed by-it. 

And that is why a note from the American government has 
brought about the resignation of Liberia’s president, C. D. B. King, 
even though ho can be charged with nothing worse than ignorance 
of the nefarious practices which were being carried on behind 
his back. 

For more than a century, the United has maintained a protective attitude 
States, of all other nations, has been toward the little republic, whose area 
principally Interested In Liberia, and about equals that of the state of 
this slavery agitation is the culmlna- Indiana.

Liberia was founded as a 
free and Independent settlement on 
the west coast of Africa In 1822, when 
a landing was made at Monrovia by 
negro freedmen from the United States, 
with the assistance of colonization 
societies interested In the abolition of 
slavery. A republic was formally pro¬ 
claimed In 1847. and a constitution 
was adopted, modeled on that of the 
United 8tates. Electors. It stipulated, 
must be of negro blood and owners 
of land. 

U.S. PROTECTED LIBERIA 
Since then the United 8tates always 


In the black jungle country, which 
has no railroads and often not even 
roads, there are something like 2.000.- 
000 natives, most of whom still live 
under the actual rule of their chiefs. 
The American government stepped in¬ 
to Liberian affairs In 1021, when the 
control of customs was placed In the 
hands of an American general receiver 
and financial adviser. On American 


initiative, Liberia formally declared 
war on Germany, signed the Versailles 
Treaty and Joined the League of^ Na¬ 
tions. Three years ago a loan of $5,- 
000,000 was negotiated In New York. 

America once more stepped In when 
the government sent a memorandum 
to the League of Nations In June. 
1029, calling attention to reports which 
definitely Indicated that something 
very akin to slavery was being prac¬ 
ticed In this land designed as a home 
of freedom for ex-slaves. The League 
of Nations, at the suggestion of the 
Liberian government itself, named a 
commission to Investigate. 

FOUND SLAVERY EXISTED 

This commission filed Its report 
recently with the League of Nations. 
Upon receipt of an advanoe copy, the 
American government aent a note to 
Liberia. President King, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent A. N. Yancy and a long line of 
other Liberian officials then resigned. 

I The report did not score King, but It 
severely reproached Yancy and other 
officials. Also It mentioned that an 
American rubber planting concern had 


nothing to do with slaves semi-slave, 
or forced labor. 

As for others, It found that the un¬ 
civilized natives of the hinterland had 
been forced Into labor, frequently by 
systematic Intimidation on the part 
of government officials and Frontier 
Force officials. Furthermore, it found 
that laborers had been shipped from 
Southern Liberia to other states under 
conditions of compulsion hardly dis¬ 
tinguishable from slave trading. The 
commission found that the native 
tribes and their chiefs were In a state 
of terror. One song, a terrible lament 
from the heart of the people, tells Its 
own story: 

"We were here when trouble caftne 
to our people; 

"For this trouble Jeh was im¬ 
prisoned and fined. 

"For this reason Yancy came to 
our country— 

"He caught our husbands and our I 
brothers, 

"Sail them to Nana Poo 

"And there they die! 

"And there they die; 


, ' "Wedabo women have no hus¬ 
bands, Yancy, why? 

"Wedabo women have no brothers, 
Yancy, why? 

"Mothers, fathers, sons have died, 

"Waiting for their return, Yancy, 
why?" 

The new Liberian government, 
through Its representative at Geneva, 
now has promised the League of Na¬ 
tions that everything possible will be 
done to stop all these abuses. In the 
meantime, here in London a certain 
amount of sympathy Is felt for Presi¬ 
dent King who resigned. 

WHY PRESIDENT RESIGNED 

King was In London about a year 
ago and made many friends. There was 
nothing of the Emperor Jones swagger 
about the little Monrovia lawyer. He 
had with him several secretaries. 
Wherever he went he was accompanied 
by a tall, handsome young Dutchman, 
alert and cultured, who represented 
Liberia here in London, and by a 
former negro officer In the American 1 
army who settled in Liberia, achieved I 


high command, and came to London i 
as the President's military aide. 

To your correspondent President 
King said one of the most hopeful I 
*lgns for his country was that Amerl- j 
can companies were beginning rubber 
plantations there and were model 
employers. He seemed hazy about the 
hinterland. Apparently he had never 
been there. All he know was from 
reports of officials and army officers 
stationed there. He said occasionally 
the uncivilized natives revolted against 
payment of taxes or other laws of the 
republic and the soldiers had to quell 
the rebellions. 

He honestly seemed to know nothing 
about any slavery or semi-slavery con¬ 
ditions. HU was really the bliss that 
comes from Ignorance—an Ignorance in 
which he probably had been .kept 
purposely by those responsible for dark 
deeds In the back country. His re¬ 
signation marks the passing of one 
of the few men of education, energy 
and churacter who have appeared in 
Liberia's public life In reoent times.

Hard Times?—Not For the Eskimos!

T HE WORLD of the white 
man may lie under a busi¬ 
ness depression from New York 
to Melbourne and from London 
to Capetown; but the land of the 
Eskimos, which is so cold and 
inhospitable that no white man 
lives there by choice, is experi¬ 
encing a high prosperity. 

Times are good north of the 
Arctic circle, and the slant-eyed 
Eskimo is making the most of 
them. Far from living on the 
ragged edge of destitution the 
Eskimo has prospered amazingly 
in the past year. 


Certain Eskimos arc earning 
as much as $40,000 a year in the 
Arctic. 

Eskimos have been known to 
pay as much as $375 for an air¬ 
plane ride. 

Other Eskimos have paid $300 
a ton for coal—and haven’t 
complained about it. 

HE’S UP-TO-DATE NOW 

The Eskimo, in fact, has gone 
modern with a bang, and it has 
agreed with him. Instead of 
following the traditional dog 
team on long, laborious hikes 


through the northland in search 
of furs, the Eskimo of to-day is 
apt to be found traveling by air¬ 
plane. If he doesn’t take the 
airplane he will ride in one of 
a fleet of Eskimo-owned and 
operated schooners, most of 
which were built in San Fran¬ 
cisco and taken to the Arctic by 
the Hudson’8 Bay Company. 
These boats are paid for from 
the profits of furs. 

During last year one Eskimo 
brought by airplane to Herschel 
Island from Banks Land a catch 
of no less than 1,100 white fox 


pelts which he sold for $38 
each—making his year’s income 
a neat $41,800. 

Another Eskimo family is 
known to have realized more 
than $40,000 for its furs during 
the past twelve months. 

A regular plane service 
launched by Commercial Air¬ 
ways Ltd., from Fort McMurray 
to Atlavik operates chiefly on 
Eskimo passenger and freight 
traffic. Another northern line 
operated by Western Airways 
also has a substantial and profit¬ 
able Eskimo business. 


All of this prosperity finds 
the Eskimo in a curious mood 
these days. He goes for certain 
of the white man's customs in a 
whole-hearted manner — and 
elings, to certain of his native 
customs with equal devotion. 

For one thing, he seems to 
hate to save money. His attitude 
towards his future is about like 
his attitude toward the dangers 
of aviation; he simply never 
thinks of it. Fliers report, in¬ 
cidentally. that Eskimos make 
the best of all passengers. They 
never worry. 


So when the Eskimo gets his 
money for his furs he instantly 
sets out to spend it. He buys 
everything he sees that strikes 
his fancy—new hunting or fish¬ 
ing equipment, the latest white 
man’s outdoor clothes (which, in 
the Arctic, comes, high), and 
huge quantities of expensive 
food for feasts. In the fall he 
comes back to the nearest 
trading post for his winter 
supplies—and geyirally he gets 
them on credit. 


He has adopted the white 
man’s triek of holding beauty 
contests. At Baker Lake 1,000 
miles north of Winnipeg, the 
first Eskimo beauty contest was 
held recently, with twenty-four 
girls competing for the hand 
mirror which was offered as 
first prize. A species of Olympic 
games was held at Christmas 
time at Coppermine River, in the 
Northwest Territories, with 
races, jumping contests and 
similar events for Eskimo men, 
women and children. 


THEY'RE DANCING NOW 

Futhermore, the Eskimo has 
gone in for dancing, and young 
Eskimos have taken up this di¬ 
version to an amazing extent in 
the last few years. 

On the other hand, the Eskimo 
conducts his home in the tra¬ 
ditional manner. Cariboo, fish 
and a little polar bear meat now 
and then make up the regular 
diet of moat Eskimos. The igloo 
is still lighted by seal oil in little 
stone lamps. Life within the 
igloo goes on much as it always 
did.

T K RECENT tragedy of Napier and lta neigh¬ 
borhood In the North Ialand of New Zea- 
land arouses, after the first feeling of com¬ 
miseration for the loss of life and the attendant 
miseries, a very natural questioning about the 
cause of this and like disasters. In these days, 
when the wireless Is added to the telegraph as a 
means of swift transmission of news, and when 
earthquake-recording stations are established in 
so many countries, few tremors of the earth's 
crust, even of comparatively small dimensions, 
are unreported to the listening or reading world. 
This probably explains why earthquakes seem 
more numerous to-day than in the past, and per¬ 
haps why even the great ones hardly touch us 
with the same degree of horror that was felt 
when, for Instance, the great Lisbon earthquake 
took place. In 1765, In which 40,000 lives were 
lost. When they come nearer home, when friends 
and relatives are in the disturbed area, then of 
course our anxiety is aroused; but we no longer 
experience the fears and gloomy anticipations 
that rent the hearts of those who first learned of 
the Portuguese capital's disaster through the lips 
of preachers, from the rumors of the countryside, 
or at best from the scrappy journals of the day. 
What the reaction of a cultured and religious 
mind was thirty years later may be seen from 
Cowper's lines on the Sicilian earthquakes of

THE FIRE-BELT OF THE PACIFIC 

New Zealand lies between th* Pacific and the 
Southern oc&ns on a submarine plateau. On the 
west U the great "deep" known as Thomson's, 
with 4 depth of over 12,000 feet; on the east is 
Aldrich’s, with a depth of over 18,000. The plateau 
lies below from 1,800 to 3,800 feet of water, and 
appears to unite New Zealand with the Fiji 
Islands on the one hand and with the New 
Guinea chain on the other. Thus we have the 
southwestern end of the great fire-belt that en¬ 
circles almost completely the Pacific Ocean and 
forms one of the most extraordinary features of 
the earth's surface. The western part of this belt 
is made up of Islands which occur In festoons 
or chains. These are In fact more or less Isolated 
portions of folded mountain ranges, In front of 
which, that Is, on the oceanward side, there has 
been a general collapse of the ocean floor, giving 
rise to the sunken areas known as "deeps." This 
subsidence la very Intimately related to the char¬ 
acter of the clrcumpaclfic mountains, and may 
quite poaslbly have caused them. 

We see on tracing otit these mountain ranges 


that their summits are marked by volcanoes, 
many of which are either active or dormant. 
Along the west coast of the Americas they mark 
the long ranges of the Andes, of the mountains 
of Central America and Mexico, the Cascades of 
the United States, and the mountains of Northern 
British Columbia and Alaska. Two of them are 
familiar objects to Victorians, far distant as they 
are, Mounts Baker and Rainier. On the north 
side of the Pacific these ranges appear In the 
Aleutian Islands, and then swinging south we 
have the volcanoes of the Kuriles and the Islands 
of Japan, from which again we can follow them 
through the Philippines, Boreno, New Guinea, 
and the long line of islands that form the Aus¬ 
tralasian festoon with Its termination In the 
island? of New Zealand, or Indeed, in the vol¬ 
canoes of the Antarctic. On the west side of the 
Paoiflc this belt Is known to contain more than 
15a volcanoes of whose activity there Is historical 
evidence, and hundreds of volcanic cones of ap¬ 
parently quite recent origin which are thought 
to be simply dormant. On our side of the Pacific 
there are In all something like 100 active vol¬ 
canoes with many dormant ones. Mount Lassen 
In California Is an example of what a "dormant 
! volcano" means. It was long thought to be an 
extinct one. Timber covered Its sides and the sur¬ 
rounding country showed no trace of volcanic de¬ 
posits during many centuries. Suddenly It be¬ 
came active some years ago and since then it 
has given effective proof of Its vitality. Fortun¬ 
ately Its awakening has never been attended by 
serious damage. Mount Rainier Is reported to 
have been active, though very mldly so. in the 
early days of white settlement on the Coast. 
Steam Issues from Its crater; I believe the same 
is true of Mount Baker. The Alaskan volcanoes 
are very much alive and reports have come to 
hand recently of outbreaks on the part of 
Katina 1. 

It is therefore no exaggeration to speak of the 
folded mountains that encircle the Pacific with 
their volcanic peaks as being a fire-belt. If we 
remember that fire Is after all a minor phenom¬ 
enon of a volcano, the flames generally being 
caused by burning gases Ignited by the terrific 
heat of the molten lava. It is none the lees 
spectacular. 

WHERE THE EARTH CRACKH 

The crust of the earth 1* subject to stresses 
due to a variety of causes, and under these 
stresses the solid rocks yield in varying degrees. 
Folds are one of the commonest results, and these 
may vary from very gentle and scarcely noticeable 
ones to those that are overturped and broken. 
Another result of stresses Is the formation of 
faults, which are cracks along which there is 
either vertical or horizontal displacement, or a 
combination of both. The faultts along which the 
rocks rise or fall relatively to each ether are the 
most important ones, because they form those 
blocks of the earth's crust which constitute a very 
striking feature in mountain scenery. The Rocky 
Mountains are very largely made up of tilted 
blocks between which profound faults exist. 
Faults may result from excessive folding when 
overthrusting takes place, one limb of a fold 
being pushed bodily over another and often for 
great distances. They result, too, and more par¬ 


ticularly what are known as normal one*. by the 
stretching of the earth's crust. In these one side 
slips down while the other retains a higher level. 
Sometimes a whole block slips down between two 
faults. On the other hand a block may be left 
standing up between two faults. The down¬ 
slipping block the^ lies In a trough fault, while 
the upraised one la called a "horst." 

The great volcanic roglona are frequently 
faulted ones. Thus in Japan there Is a huge line 
of fracture, the Magna Fossa, or Great Trench, 
traversing the island of Hondo, and along It are 
situated a whole series of volcanoes. Including the 
celebrated Fujl-yama. But these faults are not 
confined to the land surface, for It Is beileved 
that the sudden descent from the continental 
plateaus to the ocean depths are commonly 
marked by faults, and that this Is particularly so 
in the Pacific, where a close relation exists be¬ 
tween the oceanic faults and the folded clrcum- 
paciflc mountains with their volcanoes. From 
time to time it will be noticed that the reports 
from our local selsmologlcal observatory on Gon¬ 
zales Hill speak of earthquakes as being centred 
out at sea. This Is often due to slips taking 
place along the submarine faults that border the 
ocean depths, though faults doubtless underlie 


such comparatively shallow waters as those of the 
Straits of Juan de Fuca. 

THE FAULT LINKS OF NEW ZEALAND'S 
NORTH ISLAND 

New Zealand looks on the map like Italy up¬ 
side down. There Is the same Jackboot effect 
with heel and toe well displayed, but the Pacific 
boot Is broken Into three parts. North Island, 
South Ialand, and little Stewart Island, which 
may bo called the bootstrap. In the south 
Island are the New Zealand or Southern Alps, 
which from all accounts are as fine as anything 
of the kind In the world, with their crown In 
Mount Cook. 12,350 feet high. It Is North Island, 
however, that more particularly Interests us, be¬ 
cause It is on Its east shore that the city of 
Napier lies In ruins. As South Island Is noted 
for lta alpine scenery, so North Island has one 
of the great volcanic regions of. the world. It 
yery fitly plays Its part In the fire-belt by Its 
numerous volcanic mountains, of which Ruapehu, 
Ngaurhoe. and Tongnrlro, on the Taupo Plains, 
are the chief; others. like Mount Egmont, on the 
west corner of the Island, are found nearer the 
coasts. These range In height from 8.000 to over 
0,000 feet. In addition there are large numbers

of smaller cones, to say nothing of hot springs, 
geysers, fumaroles, etc. 

The three volcanoes on the Taupo Plains are 
situated on a great fault that extends In a north¬ 
east direction across the island, with Mount Edge- 
cumbe, 2.575 feet, near the north end, and the 
remarkable volcanic vent of White Island in the 
Bay of Plenty. This fault Is believed by some 
to extend far out to sea with the Kerin ad ec and 
Tonga volcanoes on It, and even those of 8amoa 
and Hawaii. 

Parallel to this fault Is another which runs 
from the centre of Palliser Bay In the south, past 
the shore of Hawke Bay. to a point come flfte^h 
miles west of East Cape, where It passes out to 
sea. The city of Na;>ler is situated on Hawke Bay, 
and this particular fault passes within a few 
miles of It. 

A third fault runs from Hawke Bay across 
Mount Edgecumbe along the east coast of the 
northwest arm. Its crossing with the second 
fault Is about fifty miles from Napier. These are 
the major faults of North Island, and it will be 
seen on consulting a map of New Zealand that 
they are closely related to the structure of North 
Island, to the trend of Its mountain ranges, and 
to the direction of their folding. 

It seems therefore that the disaster that be¬ 
fell Napier was caused In all probability by some 
movement along the line of one or other of these 
faults. Napier Is in fact r^ated to the eastern 
fault very much as San Francisco and neighbor¬ 
ing cities and towns are to the 8an Andreas fault 
of the Californian Coast Rfnge, and the results 
have been curiously similar. 

THE DESTRUCTION OF THE PINK AND 
WHITE TERRACES 

Forty-five years ago New Zealand had one of 
the wonders of the world In the Pink and White 
Terraces of Lake Rotomahana. These terraces 
were formed of "geyserlte," a siliceous deposit 
from the Te Tarata geyser at the head of the 
lake. James Anthony Froude. the historian, went 
there In the eighties, and In his "Oceana" is a 
full account of his Impressions and adventures. 
He describes the White Terrace as stretching be¬ 
fore them "In all Its strangeness, a crystal stair¬ 
case. glittering and stainless as if it were ice. 
spreading out like an open fan from a point 
above us on the hillside, and projecting at the 
bottom Into a lake, where it was perhaps 200 
yards wide. . . . The stairs were about twenty 
in number, the height of each being six or seven 
feet. The floors dividing them were horizon¬ 
tal, as if laid out with a spirit-level. They were 
of uneven breadth; twenty, thirty, fifty feet, or 
even more; each step down being always perpen¬ 
dicular. and all forming arcs of a circle of which 
the crater was the centre.” 

The Pink Terrace he found to be similar but 
narrower, and owing Its name to Its being 

“flushed with pale-rose color.The crystals 

were even more beautiful than those which we 
had seen, falling like clusters of rosy Icicles, or 
hanging In festoons like creepers trailing from a 
rail. At the foot rf each cascade the water lay in 
pools of ultramarine." 

Such were the Pink and White Terraces on the 
night of the 9th of June. 1888. Half an hour 
after midnight a alight earthquake shock dis¬ 
turbed the district, followed by others with In¬ 
creasing rapidity and violence. At half-past one 


Mount Tarawera began to erupt, and half an hour 
later a violent shock was followed by a terrific 
roar, and the volcano was in full action. A geolo¬ 
gist thus reported the scene: "Red bodies, which 
were doubtless red-hot fragments of ejected rock, 
were now seen darting from the black cloud." 
above the mountain-top. "whilst lightning began 
to shoot out from It. acoompanled by the roll of 
thunder. A red glow lit up the column, and from 
time to time, as a fresh outburst took place on 
the mountain, the clouds were lit up with a 
stronger glow, and red-hot stones, described by 
observers as fireballs, were seen falling around 
the summit. By this time the mountain seems 
to have been in full eruption, and presented a 
magnificent spectacle." 

Mud and ashes filled the air for many miles 
around: indeed for weeks afterwards the craters 
of the region shot forth their exploded material 
Into the atmosphere. Lava appears to have risen 
In the crater of Mount Tarawtra, but there was 
no outpouring. 

But when day rose the beautiful Terraces were 
gone utterly and Irretrievably. Where they had 
crept down step by step to the old lake there was 
now a gaping crater-mouth, which had swallowed 
both them and the lake. A great rift nine miles 
long and an eighth of a mile wide on the aver¬ 
age. furnished the andesitic lava which, blown 
Into the air, was spread over an area of 6,000 
square miles to a depth of as much as fifty feet. 

James D. Dana, the great American geologist, 
explained the eruption thus: "It was probably 
brought about by the opening of a flslure that let 
subterranean waters Into the reservoir of lavas; 
for Lake Rotomahana, situated on the line of 
fracture, and only three or four miles distant, 
lost Its waters, and probably in the process of 
supplying water for the projectile work. The vol¬ 
canic mountain had been long extinct, but the 
widely distributed geysers and boiling springs 
were testimony to the existence of liquid lavas 
Just below the reach of descending atmospherlo 
waters. The geyser lakes of Rotorua and other 
localities became hotter during the night of the 
eruption and continued so afterward. Under such 
conditions an old Volcanic mountain, perhaps 
hollow from former discharges, might be burst 
open again." In his opinion, if the water pene¬ 
trated still more deeply, the superheated steam 
would have caused the lava to rise to overflowing 
point. 

North Island thus occupies a position In tha 
southern seas analogous to that of Iceland In the 
northern ones, climatic conditions being left out 
of the question, tn both we have volcanic 
activity continuing steadily from a comparatively 
remote past right down to the present, and 
in both we have, as a result, occasional disasters 
with loss of life and property. The nature of the 
volcanio activity Is alike, too, In the numbers of 
steaming craters, hot springs, geysers, fumaroles 
and solfataraa. New Zealand has an advantage in 
the warmer climate of her islands and especially 
of North Island, as a result of which great forests 
spring up and flourish on the lowland volcanio 
soils. But, although more than forty years have 
elapsed since the great eruption, the slopes of 
Mount Tarawera are still dreary: "very llttla 
vegetation relieves the dreary slopes, though here 
and there some quick-growing shrubs are strug¬ 
gling to extend their roots in a loosely consoli¬ 
dated and incoherent soil."

Leu Fook said he had found his 
tristress's body whep he arrived early 
that morning to clean up the apart¬ 
ment. He summoned police and with 
their investigation circumstantial evi¬ 
dence began to pile up against the 
aged servant. 

First: A piece of skin, evidently torn 
from a man's hand, was found nee* 
the body.

aged and wlaenad Chinese, weighing 
only 110 pounds, to have Inflicted tha 
terrific blows that battered Mrs. Bn 
Iter’s body. Moreover, he said, the 
manner In which the victim was 
strangled indicated that her assailant 
was a large and powerful man. 

Dr. Moody's opinion, coupled with 
reports that a large and nervous man 
had taken a taxi a half block from 
the murder scene on the morning or 
the killing, spurred police to newer 
efforts. 

DETECTIVES FIZZLED

Connell ^ AJv “" in Woodland and By the Seawall

T E EARLIEST catkins of the willows—the 
"puaay willows" of children and the "palm" 
* of old English villages—are almost over, 
and their later, plainer and so less regarded com¬ 
panions are now extending pale green pistils. Here 
along the path through the Pemberton Woods a 
long succession of school children have pruned 
the branches spring after spring, but except for a 
little greater reach to the flowering sprays there 
Is scarcely any noticeable Impression made on 
the willows. Fast behind them always comes 
the bird-cherry or oemaronla. whose first buds 


are of flowers and leaves combined, the latter 
rising* above the former, which await with bowed 
head the whitening of the petals. On the snow- 
berries the tiny leofbuds are unfolding, and so 
abundant are they that they Impart to the 
thickets a base of bluish-green. Occasionally, too, 
on the spiraea a diminutive and crinkled leaf 
may be found, greatly d&rlng. 

In the grass by the roadside the leaves of vari¬ 
ous plants are appearing. The sanlcle leaf has 
the form of a trefoil such as is seen sometimes ln 
church windows, formed by the free portions of 
the circumferences of three Intersecting circles 
inscribed within a fourth; the leaf Is thus three- 
lobed. It la chiefly distinguished from other 
leaves of similar outline by a rough or granular 
surface which, like all variations of surface, gives 
a different quality to the color. There are butter¬ 
cup leaves, too, ln profusion, a little like the 
sanlcle In shape, but sometimes with three dis¬ 
tinct leaflets Instead of lobed divisions. Then, < 


too. the buttercup leaves . are smaller and 
smoother, and more angular in character. Con¬ 
trasting with either of these are the rather oblong 
leaves of the lowland saxifrage. They rise Just 
now ln -rather stiff groups, due partly to the 
clustering of young offshoots about the old 
plants. In color they are not unlike the sanlcle. 
for they. too. are rough in texture. 

At this season leal-forms are more noticeable, 
since flowers, their more colorful rivals, are still 
absent, but their lntereat and importance ds' per¬ 
ennial: even in their death and decay they are 
beautiful. Ruakln devotes the whole of the elxth 
part of "Modern Painters" to the leaf.' I quote 
one noteworthy paragraph from It:’"When some 
few years ago the pre-Haphaelltes began to lead 
our wandering artists back into, the eternal paths 
of all great art, and showed that whatever men 
drew at all. ought to W drawn accurately and 
knowingly; not blunderingly nor by guess (leaves 
of trees among other things): as Ignorant pride 


on the one hand refused their teaching. Ignorant 
hope caught at It on the other. ’What!* said 
many a feeble young student to himself. ’Paint¬ 
ing is not a matter of science, then, not of su¬ 
preme skill, nor of inventive brain. I have only 
to go and paint the leaves of the trees as they 
grow. and. I shall produce beautiful landscapes 
directly.' Alas! my Innocent young friend. 'Palpt 
the leaves as they growl’ If you can paint one 
leaf, you can paint the world." 

BY QUIET WATERS 

The aea lies very quiet along the Ross Bay sea¬ 
wall, sheltered from the cool but gentle north 
wind.

A party of buffleheads or butterbolls 
bob up and down Just a little further out, rival¬ 
ing the grebe ln their quick diving. Further on 
half a dozen sawbllls or mergansers are playing, 
dipping In and out of the water vflth keen en¬ 


joyment. A pair of surf scoters.-large and dark, 
move heavily out to sea. Beyond these nearer 
birds Ue hundreds of canva&backa. Feedlng-tlme 
seems to be over for the present, and the hopr 
is one of rest and play. Some of the ducks are 
riding on a piece of driftwood, a recreation 
usually reserved for gulls, who travel long dis¬ 
tance thua with the flow of the tide. 

Here and there along the beach wood-gatherers 
are buoy. There la something very attractive about 
the occupation; the drifted timber drifted by the 
salt waves brings with It some of the sea’s charm 
and myatery. and these are not diminished when 
it lies on the open hearth; tho flames of blue 
and gold and the ruddy sparks pass out Into the 
night of dark forgetfulness, much as the wood ' 
was borne to our beaches from unknown shores. 
Through the clear air comes the aound of a 
saw at work. To and fro the toothed steel goes. | 
cutting a narrow chasm through the heart of the i 
great log. This wood-cutting by the sea. like the ' 


gathering of It, is quite different from that on 
land. Here the wife and children come down to 
help, and all kinds of ingenious devices for get¬ 
ting the wood up and home are found along the 
tortuous shoreline. 

I see the California or perennial yellow lupine 
Is establishing Itself firmly by the old rifle range 
front. Not only la It plentiful and vigorous, but 
while the broom Is still In Its winter gloom the 
lupine Is as "fresh as a daisy," covered with its 
fingered leaves and ready for the business of 
flowering when the sun becomes just a little 
warmer and more persistent. 

Across the gray sea with its steamers coming 
and going the mountains rise, blue and distant. 
Their outline Is distinct enough, but their detail 
Is lost as If a veil were drawn across them. Along 
the bay comes the sound of a shot, and the wild¬ 
fowl round Clover Point rise circling in the aii 
while their protesting cries scarcely carry agalns?
